It is not yet known what proportion 
of the present, number of working wom- 
en tire employed us household servants, 
as the figures of the last census are not 
yet to be had, Tho reasons for this de- 
crease in the ivruribm* of household serv- 
ants is supposed to be duo to tho shorter 
working hours, the companionship, the 
Sunday holiday and tho greater freedom 
outside- of working hours that are- to be 
had in other employments.

erence, as statistics show tho average 
wages per wouk fur this class of labor 
to bo $f>. i"8, with an average outlay of 
$0.50. Though thuinnoine of the house- 
hold servant is smaller, her outlay is 
also very small. Her station in life will 
probably leuvu In-r with more money at 
tho eud of thu year than can bo accumu- 
lated by tho average schooltouubtjr.—

Tu those who wero aware of the strenu 
oua efforts made for weeks by the vari- 
ous interests averse to the bill, this tem- 
porary defeat is not a surprise. No such 
numerous and persistent lobby has been 
known for jears as has been at work 
Against tho bill, an;! tho only wonder is 
that so many bravo and unselfish cham 
pious stood nrm in favor of equal rights 
and impartial suffrage for women. The 
smallest majority against tho municipal 
suffrage bill up to last year was 49 votes. 
Last year tho adverse majority was 0. 
This year tho bill had a clear majority 
in tho house and came so near passing 
the senate that a change of six votes 
would have carried it. Next year wo 
shall follow up this Bunkor Hill battle 
with a fresh, attack on tho enemy's

The little town of Deshler, about 


forty miles north of this city, on the 
C., H. & D. road, was the location of 
a highly sensational scene last night.

While liv- 
ing with the Stevenson woman Keim 
went by the name of George Need- 
bam and passed himself as the wom- 
an's husband. 


The deserted wife knew of her hus- 


band's faithlessness, but remained in 
Bluffton and toiled for weeks,

and family of little ones. She tried 
to induce "Keim to abandon the Stev- 
enson woman and return to his home, 
but to no avail. 
At one time she

daughter here to use her influence in 
an etfort to persuade the father to re- 
turn, but hi: still refused to da so and 
as a last resort to break up the un- 
holy liaison, Mrs. Keim appealed to 
the police of this city. 


Keim and the Stevenson woman 


were arrested and brought face to 
face with Mrs. Keim at the police 
station. Keim, in order to escape be- 
ing tried for having lived in adultery 
with the Stevenson womai;, consent- 
ed to return to Bluffton with his wife 
and promised to cut away from hi.* 
guilty relations with the Stevenson 
woman and support his family in 
future. 


The Stevenson woman was ordered 


ti; leave the city, which she did, and 
neither have been heard from until 
to-day.

her. Their conduct became known 
again to Keiiu's wife, who, for the 
sake of their children, whom she 
could not support unaided, hore the 
shiunc and humiliation which the 
affair brought upon them, as their in-

The heart broken,wife, after bear- 


ing the torture as long as she co'ild, 
decided yesterday to briug the affair 
to a crisis.

the Stevenson woman. 


Mrs. Keim concluded to 
brinj; 


about the climax in such a way that 
she could succeed .in getting separat- 
ed from her worthless spouse, and 
asked some of the neighbors to aid 
her.

ranged that she should leave last eve- 
ning, ostensibly on a visit to Kindiay, 
where she has relativesliving.

In the meantime the news of the 


allair had spread over the little town 
which was In an uproar in almost an 
Instant, as the scandal of their rela- 
tions had been town talk j'or several 
days. In a few minutes a mob was 
formed, and, armed with ropes, etc., 
was soon headed for the Keim house 
in which Keim was between two tires 
in trying to separate the two women. 
When the mob reached the house it 
numbered about one hundred men, 
women and children. The Stevenson 
woman was taken through the streets 
to the C., H. & D. water plug. She 
was bound and held under 
the 


spout-while the water was turned 
on full force and allowed to run 
until the woman was almost drowned. 
It 
was 
shut 
off 
at 
intervals 


to allow her time to breathe, after 
which .she would receive another 
cold shower bath. This was con- 
tinued for nearly half an hour, when 
the woman, more dead than alive, 
was again 
dragged 
through 
the 


streets to her home, where she was 
allowed to put on some dry clothing. 
About this time south bound passen- 
ger train Ko.

'Get Keim," "Hang him," etc., and 
the mob for his house, but when I be 
mob arrived they saw him running 
from the house. The mob started in 
pursuit, one man carrying'' a rope. 
Seeing that they had but 'ittle 
chance to overtake him, they began 
to belaboring him with stones as he 
ran and more than one missile hit 
the fleeing target. Keim ran Into 
the woods and evaded the mob. He 
did not tarry, however, but continued 
at a good pace until he reached Leip- 
sic, where he boarded a C., H. & D. 
freight train this morning and came 
to Liftta. 
This morning Mrs. Keim went be- 


fore the Mayor of Deshler :aud swore 
out an affidavit charging her husband 
and the Stevenson woman1 with adult- 
ery. About noon to-day a telegram 
was received by the police requesting 
the arrest of the pair if they were 
hero, and twenty 
minutes after 


the message was received Policeman 
Hugh Patton had both Keim and the 
woman locked .up in the city prison. 
She was found visiting the pawn 
shops trying to dispose of Keim's 
watch in order to get money to leave 
town. Keim 'was also found on the 
street.
